A  very  attractive  little 
shrub  attaining  a  height  of  about  six  feet;. center  is  upright, 
the  outer  branches  gracefuly  arching.  The  beautiful  trum¬ 
pet-shaped  flowers  appearing  in  great  profusion  in  June  re¬ 
semble  the  flower  of  Abelia ;  but  the  bush  is  much  hardier, 
standing  the  severe  climate  of  New  England.  The  flower  is 
pale  pink,  with  orange  veins  in  the  throat  and  not  quite  so 
large  as  the  Weigelia.

The  finest  vine  for  cover¬ 
ing  brick  walls  or  chimneys.  Two  year  plants,  three  for  $1. 

56 —  DUTCHMAN’S  PIPE — A  fast  growing  vine  with  large, 
heart-shaped  leaves;  very  dense,  compact  grower;  fine  for 
covering  porches.  Flower  light  brown,  shaped  like  a  pipe;
